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The tragedy of the century Is draw­

The remnants 
of 
Russia’s once great Manchurian armj 
have be« n driven from Tie pass by the 
Japan«**«* forces and are now reported 
In the gravest peril, as the railway be­ 
tween Tie pass and Harbin is said to 
have been cut by the Japanese forty 
m iles 
abOY <» Tie 
pass. 
All the 
re­ 
maining artillery of the Russian army 
Is said to have been abandoned after 
a severe reverse a* Tie pass. 
Although the country north «»f Tie 
pass is level and favorable to a rapid 
retreat of the Russians, for that saino 
reason it is also adapted 
to a rapid 
pursuit by the Japanese, and the lack 
of eov« r for the Russian rear guard 
will greatly lessen its resistance and 
thus 
greatly 
deplete 
Kuropat kin's 
main force by the 
necessity of con­ 
stantly refilling the depleted ranks of 
his rear guard. 
Consequently, should 
he lie able to retreat toward Harbin he 
will probably lose a large part of liis 
army in the operation. 
Even should the 
major portion of 
Kuropatkln’s shattered forces succeed 
in reaching Harbin, it would only pro­ 
long the agony, for that city could not 
hold out until enough reinforcements 
could be sent from Russia to its relief. 
With the investm ent of Harbin by 
the Japanese will occur the isolation 
of Vladivostok, Russia’s last seaport 
In the lar East, as Harbin is the junc­ 
tion of thi* Port Arthur and Vladivo­ 
stok 
branches 
of ihe 
transsiberlan 
railroad. 
It is reported that a force 
of Japanese is already moving on the 
fortress of Vladivostok. 
This latest victory of the Japanese 
may soon bring the war to a close, for 
Russia’s army in the 
far East is al­ 
most annihilate«!, h er credit is strained, 
her Internal situation threatening and 
her ability to raise and equip another 
large army for service in Manchuria is 
open to doubt. 
The long paling star 
of Russian prestige in the far E ast is 
sitting, probably forever.

Report That Kuropatkin W ill Retreat 


to Vladivostok. 


London, Mar« h 17.— An unconfirmed 
report lrom Ft. Petersburg states that 
General Kuropatkin will retreat, not 
to Harbin, but to Kirin and Vladivo­ 
stok. 
This, however, is regarded h«*re 
as quite improbable, and the ensuing 
fortnight 
is expected to 
wiln«*ss a 
keen race between the Russians and 
Japanese for the *?reat railway bridge 
over the Sungari 
river, as it 
is be­ 
lieved that after Tie j>ass there is no 
fortified place of sufficient strength at 
which to make a stand until the Rus­ 
sians reach 
Harbin. 
If Kuropatkin 
should be able to make a successful 
retirement thither It is likely that h< 
would be able to ad«l some 50,000 fresh 
troops to his exhausted army. 
A question discussed here is th«* pos­ 
sibility of Russia « vacuating Vladivo­ 
stok and concentrating its garrison at 
Harbin. 
Various reports giving the alleged 
terms on which Russia has obtained a 
loan through th<* French syndicate are 
current here and 
on the continent. 
Th ere reports art* 
conflicting in de­ 
tails but agr* «* that the loan is for a 
short t«*rm, that the amount is about 
1125,000,000 and the rate about 90.

Denver, March 17.—Jam es TI. Pea­ 
body during the day won his contest, 
for the office of governor from which 
he retired on Jan. IO after serving a 
term of two years, but his victory was 
achieved only after he had given his 
pledge 
to resign 
and surrender the 
chair to Lieutenant Governor Jesse 
F. McDonald. 
The vote in joint convention of the 
general assembly by which Governor 
Alva Adams was ousted and Governor 
Jam es ll. Peabody installed was rd to 
41. 
Ten Republicans voted with tho 
Democratic members for Adams. 
It was more in the n atu re of a party 
than a personal triumph, for both Pea­ 
body and McDonald are Republicans, 
and Adams is a Democrat. 
Although 
the Republican mapority on joint bal­ 
lot is 35, the membership of the legis­ 
lature being UR 
Republicans and 31 
Democrats, it had been found impossi­ 
ble to gain for Peabody enough Repub­ 
lican votes to reinstate 
him as gov­ 
ernor for the remainder 
of the bien­ 
nial term 
ending in January, 
1907. 
Twenty-two Republican 
members of 
the general assembly, according to re­ 
port, refused to be hound by any ac­ 
tion in caucus on the contest, and en­ 
tered into a compact not to vote for 
Peabody. 
A majority of them, how­ 
ever, were in favor of seating the1 I ten- 
tenant 
governor 
In the 
governor’s 
chair if means could be found to do 
so legally. 
Finally, the leaders of the 
opposing Republican factions arranged 
a 
compromise 
by 
which 
Peabody 
would be vindicated by boing declared 
elected and McDonald would be made 
governor. 
Governor Peabody’s resignation, it 
is said, was placed in the hands of \V 
R. Boynton and V ill soon be filed by 
him with tho secretary of state. 


Urged to Hold Office by Force. 
Governor Adams, who had spent the 
day packing his effects, surrendered 
his office to Governor Peabody short­ 
ly after 
5 o’clock in 
the afternoon. 
Scores of letters, telegram s and tele­ 
phone messages had reached the ex­ 
ecutive chamber during the day urg­ 
ing Governor Adams to hold his seat 
by force, but he decided to ignore this 
advice. 
In conversation, he said ho 
felt outraged at the action of the gen­ 
eral assembly and expressed surprise 
that 
Mr. Peabody should 
become a 
party to what he termed a conspiracy 
to secure the office of governor for a 
man who had no claim whatever to the 
place. 
Governor Adams will issue a 
formal statement, to the people regard­ 
ing the result of the contest. 
Jesse F. McDonald, who is slated to 
become 
governor 
of Colorado, 
was 
born 
in Ashtabula, 
O.. In 
1853. 
He 
came to Colorado in 1879, and has ex­ 
tensive mining interests iii Leadville 
and elsewhere. 
"While 
I 
started 
tho 
McDonald 
boom, I don’t wish to be considered 
solely responsible 
for its successful 
ending,” said Senator Morton Alexan­ 
der. 
"McDonald is the man to satisfy 
the Republican ranks and bring peace 
to the date, disrupted long enough by 
political dlssen ion.” 
That .James 
IL Peabody 
will not 
surrender his office was tho opinion 
expressed at night by Chairman Fair­ 
ley of the Republican state 
tee. 
Mr. Fairley said he 
did not think 
Governor Peabody would resign, and 
that 
while Governor 
Peabody 
had 
signed a tentative resignation, Fairley 
said nothing would be done with the 
resignation. 
This Fairley said he be­ 
lieved was part of the 
plan to seat 
Peabody. 
Governor Peabody came out on the 
portico of bis residence 
dtiring the 
evening and addressed a large gather­ 
ing. 
He thanked his friends for their 
loyalty but made no reference to his 
intentions regarding the governorship. 
Upon the conclusion of his speech he 
was wildly cheered.

on the official ballot 
at the primary 
election. 
Persons selected at the state 
convention must receive at least 5 
per cent of all the delegates. 
The state central com m ittee has au­ 
thority to till vacancies w here no can­ 
didates for the several offices remain. 
Two bills of like tenor were introduc­ 
ed by Senators Peterson and Brower, 
the purpose of which 
is to regulate 
the employment of prisoners confined 
in the state prison and state reforma­ 
tory. 
Poth hills repeal chapter 255 of 
the General I^aws of 1889, which pro­ 
vide that not to exceed IO lier cent of 
the total number of prisoners shall be 
employed in a single industry. Under 
Mr. Peterson’s bill this section does 
riot apply to prisoners employed in the 
m anufacture of binding twine, harvest­ 
ing machinery, rope and cordage at

Under Mr. Brower’s bill the board 
of control is given express authority 
to employ as many prisoners in con­ 
nection with these several industries 
as may be necessary’ and expedient.

Mukden, General Oku’s army lost be­ 
tween 18,000 and 20,000 men, and it is 
estim ated it has inflicted on the Rus­ 
sian forces a loss of, including prison­ 
ers, 50,000. 
General Oku’s army suf­ 
fered the 
heaviest of the 
Japanese 
arm ies for the reason it was forced to 
m eet the entire Russian force sent to 
protect the retirement of General Ku- 
ro p atkin’s army. 
From 
information received 
from 
Russian prisoners 
and residents 
of 
Mukden, it is estimated that General 
K uropatkin’s forces at the beginning 
of the battle of Mukden consisted of 
over 480,000 men. 
His loss in killed 
and wounded before March 10 is esti­ 
mated 
at 
70,000. 
Nearly 
all 
his 
wounded were removed north before 
the railway was cut. 
Less than 1,000 
remail mI in the Russian hospitals at 
Mukden. 
Three 
hundred 
Japanese 
were found in the Russian hospitals. 
Reports as to tile num ber of prisoners 
captured 
are yet 
incomplete. 
Over 
2,000 were captured in Mukden, includ­ 
ing the wounded. 
The Russians sot 
fire to stores and the railroad station, 
but they were only’ partially, destroy­ 
ed.

Denver, March 17.—Jam es H. Pea­ 
body during the day won his contest, 
for the office of governor from which 
he retired on Jan. 10 after serving a 
term of two years, but his victory was 
achieved only after he had given bis 
pledge 
to resign 
and surrender 
the 
chair to Lieutenant Governor Jesse 
F. McDonald. 
The vote in joint convention of the 
general assembly by which Governor 
Alva Adams was ousted and Governor 
James II. Peabody installed was 51 to 
41. 
Ten Republicans voted with the 
Democratic members for Adams. 
It was more in the nature of a party 
than a personal triumph, for both Pea­ 
body and McDonald are Republicans, 
and Adams is a Democrat. 
Although 
the Republican mapority on joint bal­ 
lot is 35, the membership of the legis­ 
lature being 06 
Republicans and 31 
Democrats, It had been found impossi­ 
ble to gain for Peabody enough Repub­ 
lican votes to reinstate 
him as gov­ 
ernor for the remainder 
of the bien­ 
nial term 
ending in January, 
1907. 
Twenty-two Republican 
members of 
the general assembly, according to re­ 
port, refused to be bound by any ac­ 
tion in caucus on the contest, and en­ 
tered Into a compact not to vote for 
Peabody. 
A majority of them, how­ 
ever, were in favor of seating the lieu­ 
tenant 
governor 
in the 
governor’s 
chair if means could be found to do 
so legally. 
Finally, the leaders of the 
opposing Republican factions arranged 
a 
compromise 
by 
which 
Peabody 
would be vindicated by being declared 
elected and McDonald would be made 
governor. 
Governor Peabody’s resignation, it 
is said, was placed in the hands of W 
S. Boynton and ^ ill soon be filed by 
him with the secretary of state. 


Urged to Hold Office by Force. 


Governor Adams, who had spent the 
day packing his effects, surrendered 
his office to Governor Peabody short­ 
ly after 
5 o’clock in 
the afternoon. 
Scores of letters, telegram s and tele­ 
phone messages had reached the ex­ 
ecutive chamber during the day urg­ 
ing Governor Adams to hold his seat 
bv iorce, but he decided to ignore this 
advice. 
In conversation, he said he 
felt outraged at the action of the gen­ 
eral assembly and expressed surprise 
that 
Mr. Peabody should 
become a 
party to what he termed a conspiracy 
to secure the office of governor for a 
man who had no claim whatever to the 
place. 
Governor Adams will issue a 
formal statement to the people regard­ 
ing the result, of the contest. 
Jesse F. McDonald, who is slated to 
become 
governor 
of Colorado, 
was 
born 
in Ashtabula, 
O.. in 
1853. 
He 
came to Colorado in 187f), and has ex­ 
tensive' mining Interests in Leadville 
and elsewhere. 
“While 
1 
started 
the 
McDonald 
boom. I don’t wish to be considered 
solely responsible 
for its successful 
ending,” said Senator Morton Alexan­ 
der. 
“Mc Donald is the man to satisfy 
the Republican ranks and bring peace 
to the state, disrupted long enough by 
politiral dissen don.” 
That James 
H. Peabody 
will not 
surrender bis office was the opinion 
expressed at night by Chairman Fair­ 
ley of the Republican state' commit­ 
tee. 
Mr. Fairley said he 
did not think 
Governor Peabody would resign, and 
that 
while Governor 
Peabody 
had 
signed a tentative resignation, Fairley 
said nothing would be done with the 
resignation. 
This Fairley said he be­ 
lieved was part oi the 
plan to seat 
Peabody. 
Governor Peabody came out on the 
portico of his resilience 
(hiring the 
evening and addressed a large gather­ 
ing. 
He thanked his friends for their 
loyalty but made no reference to his 
Intentions regarding the governorship. 
Upon the conclusion of his speech he 
was wildly cheered.

ate Thursday with flying colors. 
The

Senator Putnam proposed an amend­ 
ment, which was entirely acceptable 
to the iriends of the 1)ill, eliminating 
that feature which provides for a civil 
suit against the county attorney for 
m alicious prosecution w here this offi­ 
cial proceeds on Improper of faulty In­ 
formation. 
Senator Gjertsen’s bill establishing 
a chiropractic school managed to pass 
the senate by a vote of 36 to 18. There 
was no debate on the proposition. 
The committee on elections of the 
senate proposed a Dill to regulate the 
nomination 
of party candidates 
for 
state officers. 
The bill is almost iden­ 
tical with that drafted by Senator I/ay- 
bourne. 
It is very simple 
and designed to 
m eet the objections urged against the 
present methods of nominating state 
officers and to bring such nominations 
under 
the operation of the 
primary 
system . 
Provides for But One Ballot. 


It provides that but one ballot shall 
be taken at all state conventions for 
the purpose of making party nomina­ 
tions. 
The names 
of these persons 
for each state office shall be selected 
by ballot, which names shall appear 
on the official ballot 
at the primary 
election. 
Persons selected at the state 
convention must receive at least 5 
per cent of all the delegates. 
The state central com m ittee has au­ 
thority to fill vacancies where no can­ 
didates for the several offices remain. 
Tw o bills of like tenor were introduc­ 
ed by Senators Peterson and Brower, 
the purpose of which 
is to regulate 
the employment of prisoners confined 
in the state prison and state reforma­ 
tory. 
Both bills repeal chapter 255 of 
the General U w s of 1889, which pro­ 
vide that not to exceed 10 per cent of 
the total number of prisoners shall be 
employed in a single industry. Under 
Mr. Peterson’s bill this section does 
not apply to prisoners employed in the 
manufacture of binding twine, harvest­ 
ing machinery, rope and cordage at 
Stillwater, nor to the number of pris­ 
oners 
manufacturing brushes 
at St. 
Cloud. 
Under Mr. Brower’s bill the board 
of control is given express authority 
to employ as many prisoners in con­ 
nection with these several industries 
as may be necessary and expedient. 
Under a bill by Senator Cook, fisher­ 
men 
are permitted 
to seine 
fish in 
l akes St. Croix 
and Pepin 
and the 
Mississippi river, providing a bond is 
givi n for the return to the water of all 
gam e fish, and a license is procured 
from the game a n d ’fish commission. 
The license fee is $25.

Mukden, General Oku’s army lost be­ 
tw een 18,000 and 20,000 men, and it is 
estim ated it has inflicted on the Rus­ 
sian forces a loss of, including prison­ 
ers, 50,000, 
General Oku’s army suf­ 
fered the 
heaviest of the 
Japanese 
arm ies for the reason it was forced to 
meet the entire Russian force sent to 
protect the retirement of General Ku- 
ropatkin’s army. 
From 
information received 
from 
Russian prisoners 
and residents 
of 
Mukden, it is estimated that General 
Kuropatkin’s forces at the beginning 
of the battle of Mukden consisted of 
over 480,000 men. 
His loss in killed 
and wounded before March 10 is esti­ 
mated 
at 
70,000. 
Nearly 
all 
his 
wounded were removed north before 
the railway was cut. 
Less than 1,000 
rem ain d in the Russian hospitals at 
Mukden. 
T im e 
hundred 
Japanese 
were found in the Russian hospitals. 
Reports as to the number of prisoners 
captured 
are yet 
Incomplete. 
Over 
2,000 were captured in Mukden, includ­ 
ing the wounded. 
The Russians set 
fire to stores «and the railroad station, 
but they were only partially, destroy­ 
ed. 
The Japanese saved large quan­ 
tities of flour and bean cake and other 
supplies.

House Measure Calls for a Constitu­ 
tional Amendment. 
Steps toward placing the street rail­ 
w ays 
of the state 
under a 
uniform 
gross earnings tax were taken in the 
house,Thursday. 
Edward Fanning of 
Olmstead county started the ball roll­ 
ing, and it. came in the shape of a bill 
providing lor the 
subm ission of the 
schem e to the voters at the next elec­ 
tion. 
Mr. Fanning’s bill calls for a 
constitutional 
am endm ent 
making 
such a tax mandatory, the amount to 
be determined upon by the legislature. 
Tjte tax is to be in lieu of all other 
taxes. 
Real estate not used directly 
in the operation of the street railways 
is exempted. 
Representatives W ohlhuter and O'* 
Loughlin off red jointly a bill practical. 
]y reorganizing the gam e and fish laws 
of the state. 
International jurisdic­ 
tion is the principal 
features of the 
bill. 
The states of Minnesota, Iowa, 
W isconsin and the tw o Dakotas are in­ 
cluded, and the provisions of the bill 
are made operative as far as the divid­ 
ing waters of each is concerned. Offi­ 
cers of one state are to have jurisdic­ 
tion in the other in the capture and 
conviction of violators.
